Edward Doane, the Bank 
Clerk, Guilty. 


HE GETS FIVE 


YEARS IN JAIL. 


The Longest County Jall Sentence 
on Record in This County— 
The White Cap Trial 
Still On—Notes. 

2 

Edward W. Doane, formerly book - 
keeper in the Los Angeles National 
Bank, was brought before Judge Ross 
yesterday, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, to plead under the indict- 
ment for embezzlement , returned 
against him by the Federal Grand 
Jury. The account of Doane's arrest 
at Salt Lake City a few days ago was 
published at the time. Since he was 
brought back to the city he has been 
in the County Jail. The particular 
offense for which he has been indicted 
was the falsification of an entry in the 
cashbook of the bank for $375, March 
21, 1888, and false entries on May 19th 
and September 1, 1888. 

The young man, seeing no chance to 
evade punishment for his crime, de- 
cided to make no fight, but take his 
medicine, and when he was called yes- 
terday morning he pleaded guilty. He 
was considerably overcome by his sit- 
uation, but asked no clemency, neither 
did he try to excuse his acts. 

Judge Ross deferred sentence for an 
bour, in order to investigate the cir- 
cumstances under which the defendant 
was placed. When passing sentence 
the Court said that, while the offense 
was a very serious one, there are cir- 
cumstances which justify the imposi- 
tion of the minimum sentence, which 
is five years’ imprisonment. He there- 
fore sentenced Doane to that length of 
time in the County Jail of Los An- 
geles county. He believed the ends of 
justice would be satisfied by the sen- 
tence. This is the longest term for 
which any one has ever been sentenced 
for confinement in the County Jail. 
The defendant was taken to his new 
quarters and entered upon his long 
punishment. 

Doane is now 32 years of ago. He 
endeavored to make restitution to the 
bank, as far as he could, for the money 
embezzled from it. He learned of his 
father’s death the day after his arrest. 
The elder Mr, Doane was a missionary 
to the Caroline Islands, in the Pacitic 
Ocean. Doane’s downfall is due 
to an endeavor to make money too fast 
during the boom. He undertook more 
than he could accomplish, and, when 
he.went behind, endeavored to bridge 
over his difficulties by stealing from 
his employers. 

In the United States Court yesterday 
Hamilton Swartwout. and Dionisio 

— — pleaded guilty to the charge of 

— liquor to Indians, and were sen- 
ten to six and three months re- 
spectively in the County Jail. 

The Grand Jury returned an indict- 
ment against Michael Ryan on a 
charge of selling liquor to Indians, 
and failed to find any on similar 
charges against Martin Frairias and 
Peter Martin. The Grand Jury were 
then excused until August 4th. 

THE SHERIFF’S SUIT. 

The $25,000-damage suit against 
Sheriff Aguirre and James Hellman by 
James O. Dall, charging them with 
false imprisonment, was resumed be- 
ore Judge Clark yesterday, and a 
number of witnesses were examined 
for the defense. The principal part of 
the testimony was in regard to the 
plaintiff's reputation for truth and 
veracity... Also the establishment of 
the allegation of the defense that he 
went to the County Jail and remained 
there willingly, because he was afraid 
of the San Pedro men whom he as- 
sisted in the tarring and feathering of 
Gus Bremen, and afterward informed 
against to save himself, 

H. A. Crocker testified that he had a 
conversation with Dall the night of 
the tarring episode. The defense en- 
deavored to have the witness relate the 
conversation, stating they expected to 
show that Dall said before the offense 
was committed that he was to take 
part in it. This the Court would not 
allow, however. 

Edward Mahar, Inspector of Cus- 
toms at San Pedro, testified that he 
would not believe Dall under oath. 

Mrs. H. A. Crocker testified that 
Dall spoke with her about the tarring 
and feathering after it occurred, and 
that he went away telling her to write 
him letters under an assumed name. 
He did write her two or three letters, 
telling ber to address him as Hansen. 
The first letter was from Redondo and 
the others from Los Angeles. Dall 
left San Pedro the day after the affair 


and she had been informed walked to 


fae taking the train there. 

puty Sheriff Wray testified that 
he on saw Dall at the County Jail while 
he was there, but never saw him in 
any of the tanks. He was always in 
the corridors, and could come and go 
as freely as any of the trusties,“ 
— he was not required to do any

Sheriff Aguirre testified that he saw 
Dall at the jail, and all that he knew. 
personally about the case was that he 
was held there as a witness by the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office. 

Deputy Constable J. A. Potter testi- 
fied that he read a warrant to Dall the 
— he was put in jail, a short time 

before he was taken there. He had 
come up from San Pedro with a deputy 
named Anson, and they separated to 
look for Dall. Anson found him, and 
the witness was just starting for East 
Los Angeles, when he met Anson and 

Lat the corner 5 Spring and Tem- 
ple streets. He did not know what 
they were doing 4 or whether they 
had been to the District Attorney’s 
office or not. He read his warrant to 
Dall, and went with him to the County 
Jail. That was about all he had to do 
with the matter. 

J. M. Hogan of San Pedro, and one 
of the men who tarred and feathered 
Gus Bremen, testified that Dall was 
with the party. 

The defense put on theregistry clerk 
at the Los Angeles postoffice, and the 
postmaster at San Pedro, to show the 
receipt of letters by Dall under his 
assumed pame. 

The testimony for the defonse was 
not all in when court adjourned for 
the day.

Preparing to Go to San Francisco— 
Manager Wade Assists the 
Fourth of July Com- 
mittee—Notes. 


The Santa Fé people have set other 
companies a good example. When the 
Fourth of July committee called on 
General Manager Wade, the other day,

The railroad companies are benefited 
as much as any other class of business 
by celebrations of this nature, and it is 
nothing but right that * should 
assist. 

The Los Angeles and Pacific people 
are perfectly happy since they learned 
that there has been achange in the 


Cross road. It is believed by quite a 


number of local railroad men that the 
Cross road, the Los Angeles and Pa- 
cific and the Spence road, to Monrovia, 
will all be managed by one company 
in the near future. These roads could 
be managed to advantage if they were 
connected. 
THE ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC. 
This road has gradually improved 
since the Santa Fé got full control. 
The gross earnings of this road for the 
five months of the current fiscal year, 
ended on the 7th inst., were $1,296,- 
919.83, against $1,217,214. 50 for the cor- 
respondin period of 1889, showing an 
increase for the portion of this year 
ven of $79,705.25. This increase has 
n made in the face of the general 
falling off in the through overland pas- 
senger business between California and 
the East, which bas characterized the 
present year, and which has given the 
Atlantic and Pacific a comparative 
loss on this class of business of $71,- 
644.29. This decrease in travel has 
been quite marked in Southern Pacific 
statistics, and has of course been 
shared by the Atlantic and Pacific. 
wing to several causes, including 
washouts, etc., there was a decrease 
in the total earnings during January 
and February of this year, but since 
then there has been a considerable in- 
crease, amounting to $27,661 in March, 
$61, 461 in April, and a large increase 


in May, giving the total increase stated.

The Chormicle and Gardner murder 

trial, which terminated this week, 
after lasting eighteen days, carries 
with it a moral beyond that which is 
found in the average murder case. The 
defendants, who were owners of a 
Government claim in Ventura county, 
were charged with murder. In his in- 
structions to the jury, the Court said 
thatif the deceased had gone upon 
Chormicle’s land, he being in posses- 
sion, with the intent to commit a 
felony by dispossessing him of the land 
by force, and with intent to kill him or 
do him great bodily harm, they must 
acquit the defendants. This opinion 
will meet the approval of all right- 
thinking persons. The jury evidently 
held the same opinion, for after twenty 
minutes they returned a verdict of not 
guilty for both defendants. 
This was a more than usually fla- 
grant case, for there was a man in 
the background who had instigated 
the attempt to deprive a settler of his 
home. An American’s home should 
be his castle, no less than an English- 
man’s. The right to a quarter section 
of land—to a homestead—is one of the 
few privileges remaining to a poor 
man in this country, which should be 
most jealously guarded. Between 
land-grabbers and railroad companies 
and speculators, that right is becoming 
rapidly endangered. For this reason a 
few trials resulting as this trial 
did may be hailed with satisfaction, as 
carrying with them a healthy lesson to 
all who would attempt to interfere 
with one of the most important prerog- 
atives of an American—the right to 
occupy and cultivate a portion of the 
soil of the country of which he isa 
citizen. 

Let land-grabbers and speculators 
take warning. by this trial and keep 
their grasping fingers off of the homes 
of honest settlers. The courts will de- 
fend them in these settlers’ rights, 
and public opinion will emphatically 
approve the action of the courts. Let 
it be generally understood that those 
who go to deprive a settler of his home 
by force take their lives in their 
hands. 


THE CAUSE OF SMALL FAMILIES. 


Commenting upon the disappointing 
returns of the school census in San 
Francisco and Oakland, the Sacra- 
mento Record-Union puts the fault of 
the falling off in families upon the 
young women, because they engage in 
all kinds of business to make an inde- 
pendent’ living, instead of becoming 
wives, to be supported by men whom, 
perhaps, they have displaced in the 


the case. It says: 

The era of small undertakings—small 
farms, small factories, smal! shops—is pass- 
ing aw«y, because the cost of production 
on a small scale makes it impossible to 
compete with the production of things 
when carried on under the new order of 
things.

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Man and Wife Executed at 
Elko, Nev.

They Meet Their Fate Protesting In- 
nocence of Murder. 


The Woman’s Head Almost Seyered 
from Her Body. . 


Her Death Instantaneous — That of 
Her Husband Very Slow—Last 
Chapter in the Fawcett 
Tragedy. 


By Telegraph to The Times. ° 

ELxO (Nev.,) June 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Elko was in a ferment 
of excitement this morning. Parties 
were pouring in to witness the exe- 
cution of the Potts family for the mur- 
der of Miles Fawcett in January, 1888. 
Over sixteen women applied for per- 
mits to witness the execution, which 
were refused. The conduct of Mrs. 
Potts during the past five days has 
been an alternation of hysterical cry- 
ing, screaming and swearing at her 

‘husband, who mopes the time away at 
solitaire. A few days ago the husband, 
still anxious to screen his wife, told 
the visitors he alone was guilty of the 
crime. Tou lie!” she exclaimed. 
Jou know you lie!” applying to her 
husband at the same time a vile epithet. 
A constant watch has had to be kept on 
her for months past. During her con- 
versation with visitors and even with 
her fellow convicts she has said that 
she intended making a four-hour talk 
on the scaffold, evidently with the idea 
that she could exceed the time allowed 
for execution, and allow her lawyer to 
introduce technical law points. In 
view of this, and the apprehension of 
trouble, the hour of execution was 
kept a profound secret. Yesterday 
morning at 5 o’clock she attempted to 
commit suicide, gashing her wrists and 
trying to smother herself. The vigi- 
lance of the death watch prevented 
further injury, but she fainted from 
loss of blood. Both the Pottses retired 
early last night in a nervous condition. 

This morning the spiritual adviser, 
Dr. Porter, was the only person ad- 
mitted to the prisoners. 6 claims 
that during his visit the Pottses expe- 
rienced a one change of heart, and 
accepted the Christian plan of salva- 
tion. Mrs. Potts suddenly became 
docile and resigned. 

The execution was set for 9a.m. For 
an hour the Sheriff and deputies exper- 
imented on the drop of the scaffold, 

At 10:30 o’clock the Sher.ff read the 
death warrants tu Josiah and Elizabeth 
Potts. The reading of the warrants 
took place in the doorway of the lat- 
ticed cell Josiah had occupied for so 
long a period. He stood in a despond- 
ent attitude, with head bowed down 
against the iron bars, and never once 


he lift his head oreyes. His wife stood 


crepes ‘in black, with a red rose in her 
oe, pale, but with a most deter- 


any emotion Whatever, when she 
convulsively clutched her throat, and 
when her husband’s. warrant was being 
read, and the words banged by the 
neck till you are dead“ were reached 
she gave a hysterical gasp and seemed 
‘exhibit much feeling. The reading 
the warrants was finished at 10:40 
and both the condemned emerged 
fined for eighteen months and pro- 
ceeded outside the door to the yard, 
between the courthouse and the jail, 
in which the scaffold had been erected. 
The sunshine relieved in a measure 
the gruesome surroundings. Durin 
the reading of the warrants, and evi- 
dently owing to the intense nervous 
strain on every one, the Deputy Sheriff 
was 80 overcome that he had to call 
fora glass of water. At the conclu- 
sion of the reading Mrs. Potts 
earnestly ejaculated: I am innocent 
and God knows it!“ and Josiah Potts 
reiterated: « God knows we are inno- 


cent!” 
The ay rocession led the way 
through the side door, and with a 


bravery unexpected by the sixty-odd 
spectators, the condemned seated 
themselves on stools provided on the 
scaffold, while the deputies speedily 
proceeded to bind them with leather 
straps, Mrs. Potts helping to adjust 
them herself and Potts sitting with all 
stolidity. When everything had been 


All of the attendants shook hands 
with the condemned unfortunate vic- 
tims of the law’s inexorable and just 
demands. As they stood, after shak- 
ing hands, an attendant held the strap 
attached to Mrs. Potts's manacled 
wrists, and Potts made several most 
earnest endeavors to clasp the hand of 
his wife without accomplishing it. 
Finally he touched her wrist, causing 
her to turn her eyes toward his and a 

mute appeal of love caused their lips 
to meet. 

As the rope was. stretched around 
Mrs. Potts’s neck she clasped her 
hands together, and, lifting her eyes 
toward the sky, exclaimed: God 
help me; I am innocent!” Her hus- 


band reiterated in a hollow tone: “God | | 


knows we are innocent.“ As the 
black caps were drawn over their heads 
the words of the clergyman who had 
remained with them to the last broke 
the silence: Put your trust in God, 
| and He will see you righted,“ and then 
| the drop fell. 
. Instantaneously Mrs. Potts was a 
Her heavy weight and flaccid 
flesh caused a rupture of the carotid 
artery, and a stream of blood burst 
forth from under the chin of the dead 
woman, staining her white raiment. 
To the great surprise of all who had 
seen Potts’s emaciated condition, his 
vitality was very great, it being a frac- 
tion over fourteen minutes, as counted 
‘by the Associated Press reporter, be- 
fore life was pronounced extinct by 
Drs. Neiggs and Petty. 
At 11:08 the body of Mrs. Potts was 
cut down, when it was seen her exces- 
sive weight on a five feet and a half 
drop had almost dissevered her head 
from the trunk, the muscles in the. 


Josiah Potts’s body was cut down, aud 
the bodies of himself and wife, in the 
absence of avy claiming friends, were 
deposited in the potter’s field of Elko 
graveyard half an hour later. 

After the interment of the bodies of 
Mr. and Mrs. Potts, District Attorney 
Love, accompanied by an Associated 
Press reporter, placed in the same
